■  New  degree  programs  in  Nursing  and  Criminal  Justice. 

■  A  new  College  of  Urban  Affairs  with  initiatives  dedicated  to  "putting 
Roxbury  back  to  work"  and  combating  illiteracy. 

■  A  1 .9  million  dollar  grant  which  led  to  state  of  the  art  computer  labs. 

■  The  safety  and  security  of  our  campus,  as  well  as  its  physical  improvement. 

■  A  new  television  and  video  studio  with  a  WRCC  designation. 

■  The  Presidential  Lecture  Series,  which  provides  us  an  intellectual  discussion 
around  the  future  growth  and  health  of  this  community. 

■  Partnership  agreements  with  Northeastern  and  other  colleges  and 
universities  providing  services  to  students  in  scholarships,  student  success 
programs,  and  joint  programming. 

The  future  is  particularly  bright  for  Roxbury  Community  College,  the  students 
and  community  it  serves.  As  the  new  millennium  dawns,  whether  numerically 
in  2001  or  emotionally  at  the  end  of  1999,  Roxbury  Community  College  is 
perfectly  poised  to  achieve  its  goals  and  objectives.

TACU  is  a  unique  program,  dedicated  to  the  empow- 
erment of  people  of  color  and  other  minorities  by  provid- 
ing educational  development  opportunities. 

The  program  introduces  members  of  the  community 
who  may  be  unfamiliar  with  the  college  admission  process 
to  small  samples  of  college  life. 

Introductory  courses  are  offered  at  a  nominal  fee  and 
with  open  enrollment. 

By  requiring  only  small  investments  of  time  and 
money,  RCC  hopes  to  attract  potential  students  who 
might  otherwise  not  explore  the  possibility  of  furthering 
their  education.  Programs  are  offered  off-campus  at  a 
number  of  locations  convenient  to  community  members.

Despite  the  thirty-five  years  of 
planning  and  lobbying  that  it  took 
to  get  this  remarkable  facility  built,  it 
is  hard  to  believe  that  anyone  involved  in 
process  could  have  imagined  all  that  we  would  accom- 
plish in  four  years. 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  Center  is  to  serve  as  the 
home  for  Massachusetts  High  School  Interscholastic 
Indoor  Track  and  Field  Competition.  As  witnessed  by  the 
outstanding  performances  by  Massachusetts'  athletes  in 
the  High  School  National  Championships,  we  have 
fulfilled  that  expectation  by  the  events  held  in  the  High 
School  National  Championships.  Four  Massachusetts 
athletes  won  National  Championship  titles  at  this  year's 
event  hosted  by  RLTAC.  In  addition  to  the  High  School 
competitions,  we  have  attracted  and  hosted  several  elite 
professional  and  collegiate  championships.  The  presti- 
gious list  includes  the  nationally  televised  New  Balance 
Invitational,  the  Eastern  College  Athletic  Association 
(ECAC/  IC4A's)  Indoor  Track  and  Field  Championships, 
and  the  Husky  Invitational.  Along  the  way,  we  have

Serving  as  the  home  for  Roxbury  Community  College's 
athletics  has  also  enabled  programs  to  blossom.  For  the 
fourth  year  in  a  row,  RCC's  Men's  Basketball  team  posted 
a  20-win  season  and  qualified  for  the  National  Champi- 
onships in  which  they  finished  7th  in  the  nation.  The 
Women's  Team  also  enjoyed  its  first  winning  season. 

The  heart  and  soul  of  the  RLTAC  is  our  ever-growing 
community  access  membership  program.  Since  the  center 
opened,  over  3,000  members  have  joined.  Members 
participate  in  our  state  of  the  art  fitness  programs  that 
feature  aerobics,  weight  lifting,  jogging  and  other 
wellness  programs.

The  Roxbury  Community  College  Founda- 
tion was  established  in  1984  to  serve  as 
custodian  of  contributions  from  the 
private  sector,  alumni,  friends,  industry 
and  foundations  and  to  exercise  the 
powers  of  a  not-for-profit  corporation  under  the 
laws  of  Massachusetts. 

The  foundation  is  managed  by  an  elected 
volunteer  board  of  leaders  in  business,  industry  and 
education.  This  distinguished  board  is  charged  with 
fundraising  on  behalf  of  the  college  and  with 
managing  the  college's  endowment. 

Key  achievements  of  the  RCC  Foundation  include: 

■  Stewardship  of  an  endowment  fund  for  the  college 
that  has  reached  $1.2  million. 

■  Awarding  of  more  than  $400,000  in  scholarships  to 
outstanding  RCC  students. 

■  Provision  of  more  than  $230,000  in  special  grants 
and  education  loans  to  RCC  students,  through  the 
Emergency  Grant  Program. 


Establishing  the  Sapers  Scholars  Award,  through  the 
generosity  of  the  'William  R.  Sapers  family,  for  RCC 
graduates  transferring  to  accredited  baccalaureate 
degreegranting  institutions. 

Establishing  a  special  partnership  with  the  Star 
Market  Corporation  in  which  RCC  offers  business 
management  courses  focusing  on  the  retail  food 
industry  and  Star  provides  RCC  students  with 
scholarship  and  employment  opportunities.  This 
program  is  now  in  its  third  year. 

Receipt  of  a  $650,000  multi-year  grant  from 
the  Lloyd  G.  Balfour  Foundation  to  strengthen 
the  college's  student  advising  and  faculty  develop- 
ment efforts.  Project  initiatives  included: 
academic  standing  policies,  modifications  to  core 
curriculum,  participation  in  developing  institu- 
tional performance  measures  for  community 
colleges  in  the  Massachusetts  State  College  System 
and  identification  of  strengths  and  accountability 
measures,  an  annual  community -wide  meeting, 
and  the  continuation  ofRCC's  student 
advising  center.

Fiscal  Year  1999  Budgeted  Revenues  and  Expenditures 

During  the  past  five  years,  Roxbury  Community  College  has  had  accurate  accounting  and  budget  management  and 
constant  fiscal  analysis.  This  has  allowed  for  the  creation  of  a  continuing,  stable  base  of  fiscal  support  for  the  college 
and  the  Reggie  Lewis  Track  and  Athletic  Center.  During  the  past  year,  the  following  initiatives  were  taken: 

•  A  multi-year  strategic  reserve  of  an  additional  $100,000  was  established  by  vote  of  the  Trustees. 

•  A  formal  grants  development  effort  was  started  with  the  Grants  and  Contracts  Office. 

•  For  the  fourth  straight  year,  the  College  balanced  its  budget  with  positive  revenues  and  cost  containment  initiatives.
